He jumped from the op- 
erating sUb and made a mad rush for the 
window, BJs jaws were »et, his evca 
protruded, and ha fought with a frenr.ied 
stretlglk which Ihe combined efforts ol 
four men etrald hardly overoomo. Again 
he was given tha anaeatbotlo, IhU time 
with betUreHeot. Tha lance waa than 
Ukan tn hand, and an inofsten four Inehaa 
long and three inches deep was ">»<'•»'» 
inohanda half behind the hip bona. The 
aclaUo nerve, which Ilea lo the roar of the 
ball and socket joint, waa tbea oapoMd- 
Here a strong meUUlo aound '»»• 
beneath! tbe nerve, and It wa» atratcjaa 
downwaM from tha aplnal oord with • 
pi-essure of 175 pounds. The gash waa 
then dressed tvith iodoform nndaattaopttoa 
and sewed up. An inolaion three Inchea 
long Was next made in tho grotai, the knife 
cutting downward past the femoral artery 
until the crural nervo was exposed. Hero 
the sound wns again used, and the nerve 
drawn downward from tho spinal cord 
With a pressure of flfty pounds. This Idea 
of treatment for lock-jaw la a new one 
and was flrst successfully attempted in 
the European medical colleges about six 
months ago, and the case of Kcliiher la 
probably tne first effort In tho West It 
waa the left foot which was injured. Tha 
two aervea treated are those sopplylnK 
looomotton and sensation from the nerve 
center to the seal of tho wound. Tha 
stretching was dono to destroy the nerve 
current which conducted tha sensationa 
from the scar tn the left foot produced by 
the naU to tho base ol the brain, also to 
prevent the conveyance of the ImUtloo 
ft»m the pyemic foot to the brain. Tho case 
is being watched with great Interoat by 
the medical men of Chicago, as itprOTBlsaa 
lo becomo a remedy for the dreaded dis- 
ease.

'Hm vfllafa of Bine Posts, in thr 
northMB p«tof the State of New Yoi k, 
wttmtmt as pnmitir* in the giimnu'f 
<d loll aa it was fifty j'ears before. The 
maroh of cirilizntion and pngtm 
•earned to have gnno by it abont twenty 
miiea on either side, for that was about 
dia distance to any railroad. Blue rosts 
it Mt tn the road to anywhere or from 
attfmtMn, and its one grass-grown and 
bianly discernible highway to the near- 
est town is rarely traveled by any thing 
bat a famior's wagon, which In FOranier 
or autumn conveyed spare produce to 
market. Tlicre was, howovor, vorv 
little of this traffic, fur Blue Pusts coii- 
auined nraily all it riiiscd.

JEWS IN RUSSIA. 
The iMfc OealnIM hrnem ta Um Tart- 



For a nmnber of years a commission 
has been engaged making inquiries In 
regard to the numbar of Jews In Rua> 
•ia, and especially as to their sUndIng 
as laad-«wnerB. It la the Intention of 
the Buaalaa OoremnMnt, as soon aa 
the report is ptiblished, U> enact sever- 
al measures relating to Hebrew s. Some 
of the figures have already l>een made 
pnblic and the result forms an interest- 
Irig study. In the sixteen giivcmmeuls 
south and west of the Kinpiro there are 
J,9.'«>.6,S!t Jews of both sexes out of a 
population of 16..')O0.rtW. This is llj 
|M-r cent, of the wbide popubili.ui- In 
Lithuania and White Rnssln the He- 
brews ai-e most numerous, and in I. it lie 
Hussin there an- very f.-w. Tlicn< is 
one to every liv.> in .Minsk, and in 
Kjisrkov the ratio is one lo every iM. 
The Jews settle principally in towns 
and villages, i.atlier than iU large cities 
that are under the direct control of the 
government. In the village of Frokl 
91 i)cr cent; of the popnlalinn are He- 
bn-wa There are in the above-men- 
tioned provinces 137,000,000 acres of 
land, and it is shown that they have 
pnrehased 1,800,000 acrea from the no- 
bility since IMl. and a* tenant farmers 
they" hold A,SaOi00(i acn-s. It is 
a strange fact that they do not 
cultivate the lands themselves, but sul>- 
let them to the peasants of the vill.npes. 
In this way they act as middlemen, 
and ns a natural couse.iuencc th.-ir 
pnilils have been very bir;:.- In a 
nnmlM-r of places, if the n iH.rls are to 
1m- relied UfMin, they have hiivd land at 
one or two roubles, and sublet it at live 
ami six roubles per acre. They have 
nhlsined long leases of (JoimI agricn!- 
tnral laud in Besssrabia. which hehmgs 
to foreicu coiivenl.s or religions sects, 
and have siibl. l f.>r lwi nl\-live nmbles 
for threi' acres. In P.Mlalia nearly all 
the holdinjrs iM long to Jews, wh.i'lM-e- 
ulate coiislanlly with th.- crops raim-d 
by the fanner. The sysiein of agrieul> 
ture under tlie suix-rvision of these 
ifcw land-owners is pour, because the 
soil in many instances Is exhaustr<l by 
I he demands made upon It Every 
Ht-re of ground Is worked, '0 that the 
farmer can raise sufficient money to 
live ui>oii and pay the rent askml by 
his landlord. This has depreriniiil the 
value nf the land at least 30 (ler eeuL 
w ithin the last decade. The Jews are 
great s|>eculators, and they are extend- 
ing their ownership In land throughout
